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Antarctic to Be 


Claimed for U. S. 


Admiral Byrd to Stake Out 


American Claims With 


a Snow Cruise*: 


WASHINGTON—(-TV—Renr Admiral 


Richard E. Byrd, conqueror of the two 
pole.s, was commissioned by President 
Roosevelt Friday lo lead an expedition 
which will stake American claims to a 
vast area of the Antarctic continent. 


Tho president directed government 


departments to equip and dispatch the 
expedition at the earliest possible date. 
Byrd said he thought it could sail be- 
tween October 1 and 15. 


The expedition will undertake to 


map and claim Antarctic lands on 
which the Byrd and Lincoln Ellsworts 
expeditions of recent years planted the 
American flag. It is regarded as im- 
portant because of the possible value 
of the southernmost continent to fu- 
ture air travel. 


Great Britain, Germany, Norway and 


others have evinced interest in se- 
curing claims based on the Antarctic 
explorations of their nationals. 


Congress has provided ?340,000 for 


Ihe expedition and authorized Dr. Ern- 
est H. Gruening of the Interior De- 
partment 
to claim for the United 


States approximately 675,000 square 
miles. 


Byrd said that the purpose of the 


expedition would be to claim three 
vast areas discovered and exployed by 
himself and KHsworlh. '11ie.se areas 
include Marie Byrd land, lying jusl 
east of the Ross dependency, a British 
claim; James W. Ellsworth land, over 
which Lincoln Ellsworth flew in No- 
vember, 1935, and 75.000 square miles 
south of Princess Elizabeth land, ex- 
plored by Ellsworth last January. 


The areas include more than a thou- 


sand miles of coast line directly south 
of Cape Horn. 


The Research Foundation of Chicago, 


nn affiliate of the Armour Institute 
of Technology, may provide *t ex- 
pedition with a huge "snow cruiser" 
capable of carrying a small party far 
into the ice capped hinterlands with 
sufficient supplies for a year. Plans 
for the cruiser, on which the founda- 
tion is working, provide for it to carry 
a scouting plane. The cruiser is said 
to resemble a bus with endless trcd 
wheels.

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Anniversaries Without Flags 


These late days of June are an anniversary, but the things they commem- 


orate are not apt to bring out flags and bunting. 


It was on June 28 that two world-shaking events happened. On that clny 


!h 1914, 25 years ago, a young man named Prinzip murdered the Archduke 
Ferdinand, heir to the Austrian throne. And it was on that day in 1919, 
years ago, that a peace treaty was signed at Versailles. 


What happened in the five years between those two June ffilhs ctianged 


the' world, and not for the better. It was the World War. with all its heritage 
of hate, and debt, and exaggerated nationalism, its toll of death and wounds 
and bankruptcy, and its brutalization of humanity. 


Why recall these things? Surely there are more pleasant anniversaries to 


recall, like Flag Day, and Independence Day! 


Of course. But why anniversaries at all? Simply that by calling up past 


events with vividness, we Vnay learn something of value in guiding us through 
the present and into the future. 


Thus June 28 also has its lesson, bitter though it is. When Prinzip pulled 


the murderous trigger on the Archduke, it is commonly said' that the World 
War began. 


But that is not true. It was not even made inevitable by that act. People 


today forget that Prinzip's mad act merely created a "crisis" not more grave 
at first, perhaps not nearly so grave, as that of Munich last fall. Nobody in 
America, and very few in Europe expected World War to result when they 
read a few inconspicuous lines about the assassination. There was no reason 
to expect it. 


A month of desperate negotiation was to pass before the troops marched. 


Except for'one thing, the "crisis" resulting from Prinzip's act could have 
geen .surmounted. 


This was the one thing: Prinzip's shots were no cause for war. The 


World has seen 20 graver "causes" for war during the past few' years. 


But Europe was ready. Both the Triple Alliance and the Triple Entente 


were armed to the teeth. Proper means for peaceful settlement had been 
neglected, and rrtachinry for adjustmnt was not powerful enough nor respected 
enough.. Europe had been for many years trained to think of an appeal to 
bayonets', not reason. 


-The-whole month of July, 25 years ago, was a "crisis month," during which 


men train in vain to find a way of decency and good -sense instead of war. 
At the end of July, the effort fell apart, the guns boomed, and a world fell 
back into barbarism. 


Five years later, an effort was made in the Treaty of yersailles. and the 


accompanying League of Nations to find a better way. And now, 20 years 
later,, that tog has faltered.

Aged Should Gracefully Accept Their Physical- and 


Mental Limitations 


The number of old people is con-1 comes to live with tho family. Here 


begins at once the question of divided 
stantly increasing. Whereas less than 
3 per cent were over fa'5 in IS!)0, almost 
S per cent are over G5 years of age 
today. 


The increasing number of the aged 


has raised many an economic and so- 
cial problem, chiefly, of course, the 
economic problem. The question of 
who is to support them when they be- 
cofttve unable to tnke care of them- 
selves has given rise to the Townsend 
Plan, tho Thirly-Dollars-Every-Thurs- 
day Plan and to some extent for the 
Social Security. 


The doctor and the social worker 


are also seriously concerned with the 
special problems of tho aged: First 
with trying to fit them suitably into 
the life of the home, and second, with 
taking care of their health. The prob- 
lem of the health of the aged is a very 
;pccial problem indeed. 


One social workers has asked why 


aged adults live with their children. 
Certainly this is not only for financial 
reasons because they live with the 
children whether rich or poor. Of 
course, the tradition that the children 
shall take care of the aged has conn- 
down (o Us from many centuries. Nev- 
ertheless in many instances parents 


nd the children would both be much 


happier if they lived apart and if the 
responsibility of the child included 
financial provision without dictation, 
restlessness, disrespect or annoyance. 


The problems of the aged in the 


home depend on the fact that they arc 
not, of course, fully efficient physical- 
ly. Aged people slow up both mental- j 
ly and physically. A few, however, 
cannot accustom the'mselves to age, 
and show constant activity, attempting: j 
to attend to all sorts of affairs. Be- i 
cause of their physical and menial i n - j 
competence they often bring about con- 1 
siderable damage. 
• 


Old people find it difficult to accus- | 


torn themselves to new methods of i 
living and to the freedom of modern , 
society. Often their personal habits] 
become negligent and careless. Furth- ! 
ermore they frequently become sus- i 
picious.

The psychologists recognize that the; 


child who has for years been dominat-; 
eel by a parent and repressed its antag 
onism "may actually endeavor to re 
venge itself upon the parent when the : 
parent becomes old and the child as- ' 
sumes the dominant position.

from the severe summer heat. 


Natural shade from trees, shrubs, 


or undergrowth will provide the need- 
ed shade. 
However, 
if such

tection is not available other types 
should be provided. 


S. A. Moore, Extension poultryman 


of the University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture, said that a few 
rows of corn near the range house 
will provide shade during summer 
months, and will also enable poultry 
growers to cultivate the soil and there- 
by improve sanitation. 


Temporary shelters may also be con- 


structed of brush, Mr. Moore said, 
at little or no expense. 


Feed hoppers and water containers 


should be placed in protected areas so 
the pullets will be encouraged to con- 
sume adequate quantities of feed and 
water during hot weather.

in a position to provide succulent 
feed for their stock during such per- 
iods. 


uring periods of drought, the owner 


of a trench silo is able to feed his 
neighbors may have to sell or kill their 
stock because of feed shortage. 
In 


periods of less urgency, the silo owner 
can keep his stock in good condition 
without buying feed, while his neigh- 
bors are buying all of the feed for 
their stock. 


Earl L. Arnold, Extension agricul- 


tral engineer of the University of 
Arkansas Coegc of Agriculture, point- 
ed out that several fanners through- 
out Arkansas have constructed more 
trench silos thany they need /or one 
year's food supply. A few have enough 
silo space for 3 or 4 years' supply. 
These men are filling (heir silos and 
'ntend to leave them uponpened until 
ii drought year limits their other 
reed supply. They will then be able 
to feed their stock without buying

Strictly a dark horse for the Republican nomination, but ii rathor 


promising one all things considered, is Congressman Bruce Barton of 
,New York. 


Ordinarily no congressman who has not yet got half way through his 


Second tci'nv would be considered for the presidency. But Congressman 


Barton is a bit different. 


For one thing, he was widely known all across the country before he 


entered public life. His books, including the famous "Man Nobody Knows," 
were best sellers; long before he got into Congress, Mr. Barton's name was 
familiar to thousands of people who couldn't have named four congressmen 
to save their lives. His newspaper and magazine writings, of course, helped 
to spread his fame. 


For another thing, Mr. Barton is an effective congressman and is 


possessed of a great deal of ability. As one of the country's leading ad- 
vertising men, in addition, he knows how to select an issue and dramatize 
it so as to appeal to the masses. 


The son of a widely known clergyman, Mr. Barton is a midwesterncr 


by background and a New Yorker by choice. His is affable, popular with 
his colleagues, and given to rather pukish jibing at the New Deal's foibles. 
He attracted a bit of attention earlier this year by announcing a campaign 
to get at least one useless law repealed each week. 


HIS ASSETS: A widely known name, plus general respect for his in- 


tellect; the equip'mcnt of a good campaigner; orthodox Republicanism 
leavened by a certain amount of liberalism. 


HfS LIABILITIES: He has no "machine" working for him; politicians 


tend to fight shy of the newcomer , , . and Barton-for-Vicc-Presidcnt 
talk is beginning to be heard. 


HIS CHANCES: He's an outsider, but he could pull a surprise.
